Union, to prevent an unavailing effufion of the, 
blood, comfort and tefources of the iiland. When I 
fpoke of the a 7 €t of the legiflatureit was certainly with 
no intention to weaken all the well-grounded objec- 
tions which have been made againfl arbitrary power; 
the magnanimity of the intention effectually to crufh 
delinquency .could never be questioned, if the quiver- 
ing lips, the trickling tears, the loud and tremendous 
cries of thoufands from all quarters of the country 
could induce Rarlt. to change, alter and modify certain 
meafures, which call loudly for reformation and im- 
provement, and bar the avenues to returning juflice— 
the bleffings of a people fo faved would not diffufe in 
empty air. No, (to ufe the ex predion of a great ora- 
tor) heaven itfelf would become the agent to receive 
the bleffings of their pious gratitude, and waft them to 
the bofomof .thtir fovereign. Beware, . I conjure you, 
of intemperate zeal ; reject with unanimous indigna- 
tion any overture which would induce you to give an 
opinion upon the intereits of others yet unborn, when 
your alarms, your prejudices and your fears incapacitate-' 
ycu from forming any opinion even of your own. 
Stand at the Tick bed of your wretched country, and if 
you are not difpofed to adminifter to its difeafes, play 
not the affafiin to atriufe the minifler. Be firm; refift 
the Union ; and truft me that the fame hand which has 
inflicted the wounds on Ireland, mtift, like the hero's 
fpear of old, be ftretched forth to adminifler the re- 
medy and enfure the cure — truft me, the bed way to 
promote the profperity of Ireland is to fhew a Britifh 
cabinet that you are not dull and infenfible and indif- 
ferent to its advancement ; and that .although there are 
feveral in the country feduced into republicanifm, yet 
that there is not an Irifhman difpofed to be a flave. I 
decline entering at any length into the abflracr. ques- 
tion ; it is exhaufted. If carried at all, an Union can only 
be carried by pitiful and flimfev expedients — expedients 
as paltry and inefficacious as they are infidious. It is a 
mtfufe of your funQions to blend the quality of juror 
with politician— fhew the minifter of England that you 
defpair not to cure common difiempers by regular me- 
thods: — view not the difkirbances (which every good 
man deplores) under every colour of exaggeration — 
and in the paroxyfm of alarm furrender not your coun- 
try for ever to every projector or adventurer, every al- 
chymift and empyric who may be unwilling or unable 
to/erve it. The Britifh minifler mufl drag down the 
-flupendous power of France, and revolutionize Ame- 
rica, before he changes the fpirit or the habits of the 
Irifli nation, it is impoffible. In thefe iflands you can- 



not be mifled in cafes of any difficulty ; you will find 
in the treafures of your conflitution maxims and prin- 
ciples to regulate your determination. It is not a lead- 
ing maxim of that conflitution, that the fewer caufes 
of diffatisfaction are left by government, the more the 
fubject will be difpofed to refift and to rebel. I cannot 
find an authority which fays, that no cafe can exift in 
which it is proper for the fovereign to accede to -the 
wifhes of his difconfolate fubjects, or that giving way 
in a few inflances, is to iofe ail that may remain un- 
conceded. You have nothing to fay to the clumfy 
fubtlety of Mr. Pitt's dedu&ions, or Mr. Windham's 
political metaphors ; — follow the advice of Mr. 
Burke, and leave them to amufe the fchools — " Iltafe 
jaflet in aula Mohis et claufo ventorum carcere regret." 
But let them not break. prifon to burfl like a Levan- 
ter to fweop the earth with their hurricane, and to 
breakup the fountains of the great deep to overwhelm 
you .

COURIERS EXTRAORDINARY FROM THE COURTS 

OF PORTUGAL, MADRID, AND GERMANY, 

TO THE COURT AT 

ST. JAMES'S. 



ESTERDAY arrived at Downing-ftreet, under a 
large efcort of cavalry from Plymouth, a fpecialmef- 
fenger from Don Terrifico Despotico, prime 
minifler of Portugal, with a remonflrance fupplicatory 
and expoftulatory, againfl the projected incorporate Uni- 
on between his country and the French Republic ; 
praying immediate relief and fuccour againfl fo deplora- 
ble a calamity. Signor Pittachio received the ambafla- 
dor with his wonted courtefy ; but having on a late oc- 
cafion made that immeafurable oration (which is now 
diflributing gratis by the French Directory over the Eu- 
ropean Continent) in favor of incorporation of legifla- 
tion ; he referred the ambaffador to Fofter, Saurin, and 
Co. and the Conductors of the Anti-Union, in Ireland, 
to receive thebeft Anti-Union inftructions ; the ambaf- 
fador is expected in Dublin every moment, on his im- 
portant million ; and it is whifpered that, the oravors 
of the bar meeting, feveral of the hosiers, Roger 
Gower the hurhbugger, Counfellor Bethel!, and feveral 
Anti-Union city orators, are to pals the gagging months 
in Portugal, where they are to be attended by proper 
interpreters, in inflaming the Portuguefe againfl the 
monflrotts meafure of an Incorporate Union. 

N. B. The moment the account arrived in Dublin, 
a reward was offered to difcover the author of Ceafe 
your Funning ; and great offers made for the literary 
afTiflance of that Anti-Jacobin writer ; a fpecia! meifen- 
ger was immediately fent after 'Tom Gcold, who had 
proceeded on the Munfler Circuit, and that Anti-Union 
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Atlas was -hourly exfeQed to join the expedition to 
Portugal ; 5,000!. is the final left fum which has been 
offered to any perfon whofe afftftance has yet been foli- 
cited. 

AMBASSADOR FROM MADRID. 

Soon after the above ambaffador left London, a mef- 
fengerfrom the Cabinet of Madiid, who came over in 
one of Lord St. Vincent's fleet, brought the important 
intelligence that the bafis of an Incorporate Union was 
nearly agreed on, between that country and France; 
the courts of juftice were to remain as before, that the 
religious. eftablifhment was flill to continue : ; the ambaf- 
fador expreffed the ftrongeft, indignation of his court 
againft the monftrous meafure ; complained extremely 
of the effect .which certain Jacobinical fpeeches and 
pamphlets in favor of Incorporate Unions, had occafion- 
ed ; and after expreflions of ftrong regret, and feeing 
that the Signer Pittachio could give his court no effec- 
tual relief, he immediately left town for Madiid, 

THE MESSENGER FROM THE EMPEROR 

Deplored the effect which the difcuflion of the policv 
of Incorporate Unions, had produced on the Continent ; 
expreffed the fentiment of his court highly againfl the 
projected incorporation offered by the Gallic Directory ; 
and the fears of the meffenger were confiderably re- 
moved, on hearing that Thomas Grenville and fuite, 
with a million of hardcafh, had proceeded to the Con- 
tinent, to expofe the impolicy of a Continental Incor- 
poration of Legiflatures. 

. We are. extremely happy to learn, that thofe com- 
munications had fuch an effecl; on Signer Pittachio, the 
Union di£t3tor, that he was refolved to read his recan- 
tation, and make twice' as long a fpeech againft the 
principles and the conftquences of Incorporation of Le- 
giflatures, as he had before made in favor of that mea- 
fure; and we are a!fo happy to hear, that Harry Dun- 
das has given notice of his intention to bring in a bill, 
making it High Treafon to fpeak or write in favor of 
Incorporation of Legiflatures, except amongft the inha- 
bitants of the fame ifland, as an odious Jacobinical in- 
vention.
